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Kleinert’s of Alabama breaks ground for 43,000 square foot expansion

Kleinert’s of Alabama manage- 
ment officials announced Tuesday 
morning plans for a 43,000 square 
foot expansion of their manufactur- 
ing plant in Elba. Included in the 
expansion will be the installation of 
an additional computerized auto- 
matic cutting machine and a sub- 
stantially increase in the material 
cutting capacity of the local plant. 
Presently the Elba plant consists of 
340,000 square feet under one roof. 
In addition, there is some locally 
leased space and raw materials 
stored in about 70 trailer vans. The 
raw materials in these vans will be 
moved into the expanded ware- 
house area upon it’s completion. 

The addition will be on the West 
side of the plant and will eliminate 
some of the parking spaces in that 
parking lot, Company officials say 
they expect to put in more employ- 
ee parking spaces on the East side of 
their complex, or just off Industrial 
Blvd. 

Following the construction work, 
the company will be prepared for 
expected increased sales and a 
move to the Elba plant of the ware- 
housing and shipping operations of 
the Kleinert’s Woven Bottoms busi- 


ness now in Largo, Florida, thus 
centralizing their cutting and ship- 
ping work. 

The local plant is already doing 
cutting for their sewing operation in 
Central America and contract cut-

Coffee BOE talks SAT scores & raises

In last week’s meeting of the 
Coffee County Board of Education 
the main topics of discussion were 
1997-98 SAT scores, pay increases 
and personnel changes. The Board 
held its regular meeting on Tuesday 
(July 7) in lieu of the first Thursday. 

Coffee County Superintendent 
Rodger Bowden told members of 
the board that he was pleased with 
the test scores posted by student in 
grades three through eleven in the 
standardized aptitude test (SAT). 
These tests were administered in the 
spring of the last school term ( 1997- 
98). 

Bowden reported that county stu- 
dents’ test results at every grade 
level were either at or above nation- 
al and state averages, and he added 
“This has been the case in the past 
several years.” 

Dr. Linda Ingram, administrative 
assistant to the superintendent, gave 
board members a more in-depth 
report on the SAI scores. 

She stated that some averages 
were higher than in the past for 
some grades while others were 
lower and some remained the same. 
Student averages in grades 3, 7,9 
and 11 showed a decrease; fifth- 
grade students’ averages were 
unchanged; and increases were evi- 
dent in students’ test scores in 
grades 4, 6, 8 and 10. 

Ingram explained to board mem-

rate picture oy the students’ abilities 
and their needs. 

Both Bowden and Ingram empha- 
sized that major effort will be made 
to improve test scores on future 
tests. Ingram also plans to present to 
the board, at a later date, a complete 
and in-depth analysis of SAT scores 
on a school-to-school and grade-to- 
grade basis. 

Board members approved an 8.5 
percent pay increase for teachers in 
the county’s school system. This 
raise will become effective in the 
1998-99 school year. The superin- 
tendent noted that approximately 
$60,000 of the monies needed to 
meet the state-mandated pay 
increase will not be included in 
state funding to local schools. These 
monies will have to be obtained 
from other sources such as federal 
programs. 

While dealing with money, the 
board also adopted an amended 
budget to reflect the additional rev- 
enue received throughout the school 
year from the Public School College 
Authority (PSCA) for building pro- 
jects. Monies was also received 
through a grant from Goals 2000 for 
the enhancement of technology.

Alabama's two-year colleges have 
reached out actively into their con- 
stituent communities to assess the 
need for vocational/occupational 
training, and have become sensitive 
‘yy the fact that those individuals 
most in need of training for employ- 
ment, workforce training, and edu- 
cation for career advancement are 
often the same individuals who are 
unfamiliar with a campus environ- 
ment, and are least likely to seek 
needed services, Consequently, two- 
year colleges have attempted, 
through physical proximity and 
through outreach, to meet the 
demand for workforce training by 
creating more flexible scheduling 
and nontraditional delivery systems, 
offering evening and weekend 
courses to accommodate employed 
students, developing and imiple- 
menting specialized or customized 
training to meet the needs of 
employers, and by serving over 
2,050 businesses and industries 


across the state, affecting some 
43,000 employees. 

The Alabama College System is 
uniquely positioned to serve as the 
catalyst for workforce development 
in the state. It has a complete array 
of training delivery systems which 
can be used to serve the citizens of 
Alabama. Approximately 150 occu- 
pational/vocational training pro- 
grams result in a variety of certifi- 
cate and degree awards available to 
those who have college level skills.

I have heard people talk of the 
foster parents making money off the 
foster children; if you think you can 
provide a home, clothing, three hot 
meals, drive to all medical, coun- 
selor or social work appointments 
for $7.00 a day, then you are badly 
mistaken. People board their ani- 
mals for more money than that. 

As I look at my foster children I 
am amazed that anyone could slam 
the door on their future like Mr. 


Moore and his colleagues did. And 
then there were 15 legislators who 
simply did not vote. 

If only these representatives 
could see through the eyes of an 
abused child, have the heart of a fos- 
ter parent, wear the shoes of the 
local social worker, the outcome of 
the Children’s First Bill would have 
been different. 

For the 40 representatives who 
voted for the children, I would like 
to say thank you.

GARDEN ROTATION IS KEY 
Most Coffee County gardeners have a pea patch of southern peas and but- 
terbeans, second a corn patch and third, a small plot of all the other veg- 
etables. They then rotate these three plots. 
This doesn’t fit everyone, but it works well for those who rotate their gar- 
den in this three-year rotation. The first thing to do is decide which veg- 
etables you would like to grow. Then fit them into a good rotation. 
Second, it is important to know the vegetable families. Many vegetables 
belong to the same family. For example, watermelons and squash are in the 
Cucurbit family so you don't want to plant watermelons where you plant- 
ed squash last year. Nematode and diseases build up while soil nutrients are 
depleted when planting the same family of vegetables in the same location 
{wo years In a row. 
Here Is an easy guide to grouping vegetables by families for successful 
rotation. 
1. LEGUMINOSAE: 
soybeans, pole beans 
2. SOLANACEOUS: potatoes, tomatoes. eggplant, pepper 
3. CRUCIFERAE: cabbage, — collards, cauliflower, broccoli, brusse: 
sprouts, kale, rutabega, mustard greens, kohlrabi, radish 
4. AMARYLLIDACEAE: chives, leeks, onions. shallots, garlic 
5. GRIAMINEAE: sweet corn, field corn. pop corn 
6. CONVOLVULACEAE: sweet potato 
7. CUCURBITACEAE: watermelons. cucumbers, pumpkins, squash, 
honeydew, acorn squash 
8. MALVACESE: okra 
9, UMBELLIFERAE: carrots. fennel, parsley, celery, parsnip 
10. CHENOPODIACEAE: beet, swiss chard. spinach 
You may want to add to your garden rotation scheme a green manure crop, 
Millet works good in the summer and rye, wheat or oats work well in the 
winter. 
Another good strategy is to save a bare spot in July or August that you can 
cover with clear plastic and let the sun solarize your soil, killing nematodes, 
disease organisms and weed seeds. 
Most crops do best on a one-in-seven-year rotation. Most of us do not have 
that luxury. But any steps you take to rotate your garden will be worthy 
investments. All the money you spend purchasing more fertilizer or chem- 
icals to control disease and insects will not outweigh the benefits you will 
gain from a good garden rotation.

RECOMMENDATIONS FOR BREWING TEA 
While most people associate E. Coli bacteria with meat, it has been found 
on vegetables as well as in fruit juices and brewed tea. E. Coli bacteria has 
been found both in tea leaves and in brewed tea. 
There are nearly 200 different strains of E. Coli bacteria. While most of 
these can cause illness, there are a few that are potentially deadly, most 
notably E. Coli 0157. E. Coli bacteria found on the tea leaves and in the 
brewed beverage are probably the result of fecal contamination. Tea leaves 
are often dried in open air conditions - creating the opportunity for bird 
droppings or other animal waste to become mixed in. 
To limit the risks of foodborne illness caused by tea, new recommendations 
for brewing it have been developed. Perhaps the most important of these is 
that people should no longer make sun tea (where the heat of the sun warms 
the water and steeps the tea). The reason is that the tea doesn’t reach 175 
degrees Fahrenheit, the temperature recommended to kill the E. Coli bac- 
teria. 
You should brew all tea to a minimum temperature of 175 degrees. To do 
this, bring your water to a rolling boil (a boil that continues even if you stir 
the water) and then added either tea bags or loose tea. Remove from the 
heat, cover and allow the tea to steep at least five minutes. 
You should refrigerate sweetened tea immediately to prevent it from fer- 
menting. Unsweetened tea should not be kept at room temperature for more 
than eight hours. While fermented tea isn’t dangerous, it may develop an 
off-taste. Store tea in clean containers and never add fresh tea to a contain- 
er with tea already in it. 
FOOD PRESERVATION 
Food preservation time is here! The Farmers Market has begun in New 
Brockton, and a lot of people are beginning to preserve fresh fruits and veg- 
etables. 
If you don’t have a garden, come by on Tuesday or Friday morning for an 
excellent choice of peas, tomatoes, butterbeans, etc. Remember, they sell 
out early, so come early! The market opens around 7 a.m. 
Food safety is a very important part of the preservation process. The cor- 
rect and safe methods for canning and freezing do occasionally change. The 
canning book that came with your canner is probably really outdated. We 
can help you preserve your food safer and probably easier than many of the 
older methods. We do have a number of free publications on the subject as 
well as our Food Preservation Book, which is a $6.00 cost publication. The 
publications are free and can be picked up at our office or mailed to you. If 
mailed there will be an additional costs for postage.

With the South Alabama 
heat it’s hard to imagine, but

‘Water, water everywhere, Not 
any drop to drink.” Who wrote that? 
Was it John F. Kennedy after his PT 
boat sank in the Pacific during 
World War Il? Was it Sam 
Coleridge? Or was it just a Coffee 
County gardener praying for rain? 

In any event, everyone with a 
veyetable garden, it seems, has little 
else on his or her mind during the 
dry spells we're having. The depri- 
vation of rain has prompted more 
than a few comments in local news 
papers about the best way to water 
a garden. When? How much? 

Personally, I've got a very hi-tech 
method of watering my vegetables 
I take a stroll through my garden 
every morning. If the plants look 
like they need watering, I talk to 
them. If they begin singing, “Cool, 
Clear Water” in a Vaughn Monroe 
nasal baritone, | know they want 
something to drink. 

I don’t get too excited in the late 
afternoon when the plants are 
drooping a little. The hot afternoon 
sun and dry air will naturally do that 
to plants, But they should perk up 
during the night. If they don’t and 
still look dry and wilted in the 
morning, then get the watering sys- 
tem cranked up. 

Different folks have their own 
ideas about the proper way to water. 
One thing most all agree on, though, 
is that frequent light watering sever- 
al times a week doesn’t do much 
good. A good, deep soaking once or 
twice a week is much more effec- 
tive. 

The vegetable garden needs at 
least an inch of rain every week. 
That's a little more than two gallons 
for each tomato or pepper plant per 
week. Two inches wouldn't hurt. It 
is very important to water young 
new plants well because they are 
forming a root system in their early 
stages. Later on it is important to 
ensure good watering practices 
when the blooms are beginning to 
show and the fruit is setting. 

There is a wide variety of water- 
ing systems. Farmers spend thou- 
sands, even hundreds of thousands 
of dollars, on irrigating systems. For 
the small home gardeter, though, 
we can usually get the job done with 
very simple, inexpensive, systems. 
The most popular of these is proba- 
bly the traditional overhead sprin- 
kler which can be moved around 
from spot to spot in the garden. 

Another is soaker hoses which 
can be laid right down the row. They 
are easy to use and relatively inex- 
pensive. They get the water right to 
the base of the plant where it is most 
effective while the sprinkler spreads 
the water around the whole area and 
evaporation or runoff often takes its 
toll. 

For some individual plants such

white coveralls to reflect the bright sun and standing under a water sprit 


kler in the garden. Actually 
sprinkler to another spot - 


that’s a lot of rubbish! He’s just moving his 
- and the white coveralls are his bee-tending 


clothes. His wife Linda DID turn the sprinkler on him though 


as tomatoes and peppers, you might 
want to invest in a drip irrigation 
system. It is not as expensive or 
complicated to use, as you might 
think, and drip irrigation will put the 
moisture right on target. 

A favorite trick of mine is to par 
tially sink an empty one-half gallon 
plastic jug in the ground right next 
to a tomato-or pepper plant. I add a 
couple of small holes to the bottom 
edge and fill the jug with a water- 
soluble fertilizer or just plain water. 
With the cap tightened on the jug, 
the liquid slowly oozes right down 
to the roots of the plant without any 
significant runoff, evaporation or 
wet foliage. 

Another thing most gardeners 
agree on, especially with overhead 
sprinklers, is to water the garden 
early in the morning if possible and 
get the job finished by late after- 
noon. The damp foliage can dry out 
before nightfall and minimize the 
promotion of some plant diseases. 
Many gardeners hold that watering 
in the afternoon might cause plants 
to burn. Others say you should sim- 
ply water when you must. 

You can conserve water by 


mulching. Not only does mulch help 
slow down runoff and loss by evap 
oration, but you get the added bene 
fit of cutting down on the growth of 
weeds. Mulch is also effective in 
some insect and disease control, 
Whatever watering methods you 
use, make sure you are getting the 
soil damp at least four or five inch- 
es deep. One thing to guard against 
is over watering Some plants can’t 
tolerate wet feet. After a 
watering dig a little hole and see if 
the moisture extends down to a 
depth of four or five inches. Make 


good 


sure there are no puddles of excess 
Water standing around the-base of 
your plants 

Scout your garden every morning 
if you can, and observe if the plants 
are refreshed and healthy-looking. 
If those plants still look wilted in the 
early morning, turn on that faucet. 
But first, please obser

Manning and Greg Gibson. Elba 
police officers receiving the certifi- 
cates were Johnny Senn and Dean 
Blair. 

Lillian Horstead, who doesn’t 
swim, was a passenger in a car dri- 
ven by her 23 year-old daughter 
Tanya Tyson when it was swept off 
MLK Drive early on the morning of 
March 8th. The accident happened 
just outside the levee on Martin L. 
King Drive. She credited 16 year old 
Shunta Sams, one of the boys from 
the neighborhood, with saving her 
life. In an interview with this news- 
paper immediately after the flood, 
Horstead said she wasn’t worried 
that the rescuers wouldn't pull her 
out, “I was hollering too much for 
them to leave me.” She said the 
water was up to her chin when Sams

Dorsey Trailers showing

The good economic news in Elba 
continues to mirror that of the 
national scene. Tuesday afternoon 
Dorsey Trailers released financial 
results which shows the local trailer 
manufacturing firm returning to 
profitability with a profit of 
$106,000 for the second quarter of 
1998. This is a tremendous turn 
around from the same period last 
year when the company reported a 
lost of $2.9 million. For the six 
months which ended July 4, 1998, 
the company reported a net loss of 
$541,000, a tremendous improve- 
ment from a net loss of $8.45 mil- 
lion for the same period in 1997, 

The second quarter profit is equal 
to 2¢ per share, compared to a loss 
in the same period last year of 60¢ 
per share. The company is still 
reporting a loss of 11¢ per share for 
the first six months of the fiscal 
year, but that is greatly improved 
from the $1.70 per share loss in the 
first six months of 1997, 

Net sales for the second quarter of 
1998 were $39.9 million compared 
to net sales for the same period in 
1997 of $40.0 million. New trailer 
sales revenue for the second quarter 
of 1998 increased by 10% to $38.6 
million compared with new trailer 


sales for the same period in 1997 of 
$35.1 million. The company contin- 
ues to benefit from increased sales 
of new trailers with the first six 
months of 1998 totaling $72.5 mil- 
lion compared with new trailers 
sales of $67.3 million for the same 
six months in 1997. Company man- 
agement is quoted estimating that 
the March flood in Elba cost the 
company approximately $6 million 
in new trailer sales. 

Marilyn Marks, Chairman and 
Chief Executive Officer, comment- 
ing on the results, stated, “We are 
very pleased to report our return to 
profitability attributed to quite sig- 
nificant improvements in all areas 
of the company. The first six 
months of the year showed a $7.9 
million improvement in profitability 
over the same period last year. The 
continuing improvements are a 
result of a more profitable product 
mix, and increased pricing. We 
attribute the gains made in pricing 
and product mix to our renewed 
focus in the last year on customized 
trailers, niche markets and the 
strong market for transportation 
equipment. This renewed focus on 
customized trailers has been accom- 
plished through a renewed emphasis 
on markets served by Dorsey’s 
independent dealer network, pro- 
viding opportunities to optimize our

Both 17-year-old Edward 
Horstead, brother of Tanya Tyson 
and Tyson’s 4-year-old daughter 
Marqindale Thigpen failed to reach 
safety. 

Sams, a student at Elba High 
School, received the highest recog- 
nition. The Senate resolution by 
Senator Adams said, the youth 
*,. showed exceptional bravery and 
concern for others in a life-threaten- 
ing situation.” It continued with, 
“...we hereby most highly com- 
mend Shunta Sams of Elba, 
Alabama, whose brave actions 
exemplify the highest degree of «. »:- 
cern of one human being for ano‘her 
in distress, and for whom a cop: of 
this resolution shall be proviced 
with sincere admiration and 
esteem.” 

News reports immediately after 
the flood prompted at least one Elba 
Clipper reader from ou-of-state to 
send Sams a nice size check of grat- 
itude for being “a hero.” 

The Certificate of 
Commendations from Governor Fob 
James for Sams, the firemen and 
police officers read: “I commend 
your heroic attempt to save the life 
of others, while risking your own 
life during the recent floods in Elba, 
Alabama. Your bravery and quick 
response to this emergency is most 
admirable. You have my personal 
best wishes for continued health and 
happiness throughout, and may God 
continue to richly bless you and 
your family.”
